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Pope deplores 
change for 
change sake

POPE PAUL VI HAS shown an increasing 
concern over mounting destructive criticisms 
and pressures aimed at the Church. 


He has deplored ‘‘corrosive’’ elements which 


_ foster Church disunity and the clamor for change * 


just for the sake of change. 


Some people, especially the young, he said 
recently, are always finding fault with the 
Church and always “‘seeking scandal even when 
there isn’t any.”’ 


“CRITICISM IS an easy thing,’’ he said. ‘‘We 
do not want to apologize for the faults of the 
Church. The sicker it is the more it needs our 
love, sacrifice and virtue. 


“We must love the Church more, the less it 
meets our expectations.” 


On another occasion, the Pope said he 
welcomed change but cautioned against people 
pressuring the Church just for something new. 


“WHILE THE WORLD is changing,”’ he said, 
“we are standing still... in our crystallized 
mentality and traditional customs — the 
meaning and value of which are not always 
understood by the surrounding society or us.” 


Earlier, the pontiff spoke of disunity and 
warned against a “divisive phenomena in the 


Church caused by small minorities which are 
bold and strongly corrosive.’’ 


How can Catholics foster Christian unity, he 
asked, “‘if we do not show esteem and fidelity to 
that unity we have the duty to live and witness.” 


IN A RELATED development, Father Pedro 
Arrupe, head of the worldwide Jesuit priests, 
who swear loyalty to the Pope, said, 


“Criticism of authority, whether in private or 
in public, is today an easy way of attracting 
attention, while the defense of authority is un- 
popular and requires courage.”

The remainder goes to the diocese for parish and 
diocesan needs. Everything a parish raises 
above its target remains with the parish. 

March 5 also will be Youth Stewardship 
Sunday when posters and essays by school pupils 
will be judged locally and prizes awarded after 
the last Mass.

Imperial county leads the four counties of the 
diocese in returns. 


Father Philip O’Carroll, pastor of St. Mary’s 
church, El Centro, and regional. stewardship 
moderator, reported that the 11 parishes in 
Imperial county have reached 79 per cent of their 
combined target. 


THE 11 PARISHES have raised $31,235 toward 
their $39,500 goal. Four of the parishes have 
reached or passed their target — Our Lady of 
Guadalupe, El] Centro; Our Lady of Perpetual 
Help, Brawley; St. Patrick’s, Calipatria, and 
Immaculate Heart of Mary, Niland. 


Father O’Carroll noted that Stewardship ’72 is 
being well received by the laity in the 
agricultural county. ‘‘Soon the entire county will 
be able to announce that the goal has been 
reached,”’ he said. 


Only 17 of 161 parishes had not reached 20 per 
cent of their goal.

JUST WHERE ARE WE? 


The questions regarding the reception of first Holy Com- 
munion and penance have been more publicly brought to the 
fore by the recent publication of the National Catechetical 
Directory. These questions will be dealt with further by the 
National Conference of Catholic Bishops at their April 
meeting. 


Until the NCCB establishes norms for the United States, 
Bishop Leo T. Maher has given permission for the follow- 
ing experimental practice for the diocese: 


— 1. The practice of having the reception of the 
sacrament of the Eucharist before the reception of the 
sacrament of penance is still permitted. 


— 2. The youngster’s freedom to go to confession 
before the reception of First Communion, if he and his 
parents so desire, is always respected. 


—3. The sacrament of penance should not be delayed 
beyond the fourth grade. 


— 4, When the first reception of the sacrament of 
penance takes place after the First Communion, there 
should be a special catechesis on penance to help the 
youngster understand and appreciate the importance 
of this sacrament.

Protestant from India spreads 
Taize idea of world brotherhood

A PROTESTANT from 
India stayed at the Newman 
Center at San Diego State 
while here to spread the 
world brotherhood idea of 
the Taize monastic com- 
munity in France. 


Dr. Sampath Kumar, a 
physician from Madras, said 
in an interview he came to 
San Diego for two weeks as 
member of a Taize in- 
ternational cell group. 


Teams of Taize disciples, 


he said, visit North 
American countries to tell 
people of the community’s 
goal of reconciliation and 
peace. 


ALTHOUGH Taize has a 
Protestant background, he 
explained, “it is an 
ecumenical center of in- 
spiration and hope for all 


who seek the unity of Christ’s 


church. 


“It is a cross-roads where 
many traditions — East and 
West, Christians and Jews — 
meet for common prayer,

meditation and dialogue. 


“We do not try to pull out 
anyone from his own Church, 
but try to show them how to 
love their own Church more 
and how to show. human 
values and love for fellow 
men.”’ 

TAIZE MEMBERS, he 
said, are clergy, Brothers 
and laymen. The religious do 
not lose their identity, he 
said, wear their own 
religious clothing and stay at 
the community with per- 
mission of superiors. 

There are about 75 
members at Taize, he said, 
working and_ sharing 
together, and organizing 
international meetings at- 
tended by 30,000-40,000 
people from all over the 
world. 

“The meetings promote 
better understanding among 
people of all faiths and seek 
to find ways we may live in 
unity,’ said Dr. Kumar. 

THE VISITORS live in 
“tent cities” and take part in 
common prayer meetings in 
the community’s Church of 
Reconciliation which seats 
about 2,000. 

In recent years, Dr. 
Kumar continued, Taize has 
taken on a social dimension 
and is concerned with the 
Third World. — _ the 
minorities, disadvantaged 
and underdeveloped nations. 


There also has been an 
emphasis on youth par- 
ticipation, he said, ‘‘We are 
preparing for a_ spiritual 
reawakening of young people 
all over the world. We don’t 
know when, where or how it 
will come, but it will.’’ 

TAIZE WAS started in 1940 
by Roger Schutz, a 25 year- 
old Frenchman whose aim 
was reconciliation of all men 


~ in the face of a spreading 


war. : 

Prior Schutz still heads the 
community, was received by 
Pope Paul in 1968, and is 
regarded as a pioneer in 
religious unity. 

“The Risen Christ,” he 
says, ‘‘is preparing a 
springtime of the Church 

. . a Church ready to 
share with all, a: place of 
visible communion for all 
humanity. 


“HE IS GOING to give us 
enough imagination and 
courage to open up a path of 
reconciliation.

Has the Church gone mad? 


Poor John Eppstein. He has written a book called 
Has the Catholic Church Gone Mad? He obviously 
finds much that is distasteful in today’s liturgy. He’s 
-an English conservative, a convert to Catholicism and 
our two favorite book reviewers — Father Charles 
Dollen and Father Warren Rouse, OFM — have turned 
in their reports. 


Father Dollen says, “Constructive conservative 
opinion deserves a better voice,’’ and Father Rouse 
wonders ‘‘whether the whole thing is just a gigantic 
put-on.”’ 


I have dipped into it and must agree with my 
priestly confreres. Father Rouse, whose excellent 
course on sacramental theology is part of our per- 
manent diaconate program, notes that Eppstein ‘‘lays 
no claim to any particular theological or liturgical 
competence, and proceeds to spend 173 appalling 
pages in order to prove this with extraordinary 
clarity.”’ 

Father Dollen observes: ‘‘the unfortunate book is 
thoroughly predictable and has nothing constructive 
to offer.’’ Poor Mr. Eppstein, he is one of those who 
are bewildered by what has happened since Vatican II 
but doesn’t quite know who or what to blame. 


There is much that the more conservative Catholic 
might well find disturbing in some trends today, but 
this book doesn’t help since it reflects the view of those 
who worship rubrics for their own sake. 


Prothonotary twinkle 


It’s quite a mouthful, to say you are a prothonotary 
apostolic, or even an apostolic prothonotary. The two 
in this diocese carry the title well, with a ready 
twinkle in the eye. 

Msgr. Kenneth Stack has just become No. 2, and he 
joins that other white-haired, kindly priest, Msgr. 
John Purcell. Apart from both being PA, they both are 
pastors of churches of the Sacred Heart — Msgr. 
Purcell in Coronado and Msgr. Stack in Ocean Beach. 


If we were to mark pastors on the strength of their 
parishioners’ love for them, both our PAs would rate 
very high indeed. 


Whether we will ever see either of them in the mitre 
they may wear as part of their high rank is doubtful.

The great debate 


There are few subjects which stir Catholic minds so 
much today as that of schools. Next to the changes in 
the liturgy, I suppose the school question is one which 
surfaces most often. 


As in all these debates — see Talking Point, page 7, 
for letters this week — there are those who want to 
throw the baby out with the bath water and close all 
Catholic schools as ‘‘non-meaningful’” today. Then 
there are those who vehemently — and rightly — 
defend the tremendous effort and truly prayerful 
sacrifice which has gone into the Catholic school 
structure over these decades of struggle. 


The change in trends in religious vocations has been 
one of the factors forcing us to take a new look. The 
“contributed services” of priests, nuns and brothers 
were always a big financial saving. Now the salary 
budgets soar as lay teachers begin to predominate in 
many schools. 


But finances are only one aspect of a question which 
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bubbles like a cauldron on the boil. Msgr. Gallagher’s 
stout defense of the system and Father William 
Sullivan’s searching questions are an invitation to 
open debate. But if you want to participate, please 
keep it short. Brevity is not only the soul of wit, it is’ 
also the easiest way to an editor’s heart (and space).

GOING ABOUT Ireland, as I had 
opportunity to do recently, one can’t 
escape discussions on the morality of 
violence. 


Has violence ever accomplished 
anything of lasting good in that land? Is 
it possible, since Gandhi, to think of 
violence as a morally acceptable in- 
strument for righting injustice? 


These are questions that I found 
myself agonizing over with theologians 
and revolutionaries. 


SIMPLE ANSWERS to questions of 
that complexity are bound to be wrong. 
But there is a simple religious 
dimension that the Christian must keep 
in mind no matter how he aligns 
himself in such debates. 


That point came home with force 
when I meditated recently on what to 
say in a sermon commemorating those 
who had died in Derry. 


The date was Sunday, February 14, 
and the gospel reading for that day was 
the passage in Matthew 5 where Jesus 
describes how He had come, not to 
abolish the Law and the Prophets, but 
to complete them. The Law, Jesus 
declared, taught that we are not to 
commit murder. 


BUT, HE ADDED, “‘I tell you this: 
Anyone who nurses anger against his 
brother must be brought to judgment.” 


‘How,’ I found myself asking the 
congregation that day, “‘is a follower of 
Christ to feel deeply the sorrow and 
suffering of others, to see in their op- 
pression a summons to struggle for 
liberty and the rights of free men 
wherever they are threatened, and yet 
to remain immune from that anger 
against which Christ warns?”

violence begets violence. Yet, Christ 
taught: ‘Love your enemies and pray 
for those who persecute you.” 


IN THINKING out this question in the 
context of the present tragedy in 
Northern Ireland, it is all too easy to 
end debate with the comment that 
violence, after all, has played a large 
part in the history of that troubled land 
for many centuries. 


More important, I think, is the un- 
deremphasized story of the extent to 
which heroic generosity, a sense of 
sacrifice and commitment to the stark 
power of prayer and the penitential 
spirit have shaped the life of the Irish 
people. 


There is, of course, one special 
fatality often overlooked when passion 
and violence rule the day. It is truth. 
And editors have a special respon- 
sibility to be on their guard here. 


JOHN COGLEY, who has seen this 
more clearly and more consistently 
than any other journalist I know, said 
wise things about it in an interview for 
the February Center Report of the 
Fund for the Republic. 


Flat denial of truth, he remarked, is 
easy to detect. But the danger comes 
when there are “‘efforts to undermine it 
by sentimentalizing it, prettifying it, 
sectarianizing it, vulgarizing it, using it 
bellicosely in order to serve a private 
cause or undo a personal opponent.” 


Such efforts, I suggest, crop up with 
special ease when violence of the spirit 
holds sway.

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Catholic education: which way? 


The future of Catholic education 
is a topic of considerable discussion. 
Correspondence reaching the South- 
ern Cross following the letter of 
George Montello (Feb. 17) reflects 
many views. In place of the usual 
Talking Point we are publishing a 
selection of letters. They have all 
been slightly edited in the interests 
of space. 


Ignore rights of parents? 


With a sense of sadness tinged with 
futility one reads the missive of George 
Montello (SC Opinion Forum, Feb. 17). 


Despite his claims to professional 
competence one cannot but observe that 
Mr. Montello begins with a case of 
mistaken identity. Referring to a former 
item (SC Feb. 3) he identifies private 
school with Catholic school. From that 
shaky launching pad he takes off on a 
lengthy screed on Catholic schools and 
Catholic education. 


How a professing Catholic: can so 
blandly ignore the natural and 
inalienable rights of parents in 
education, the demands of distributive 
justice, the social teaching of the Church, 
as well as its laws, and go on to challenge 
the judgment and sacrifices of millions of 
Catholics should cause no little concern. 


Religion permeates and informs all 
education regardless of whether con- 
ducted under the aegis of the state, the 
Church or private institutions. 


For example, in a 1962 seminar The 
Scholars Look at the Schools sponsored 
by the National Education Association 
(of which, no doubt, he is a supporting 
member) was the following: “...There 
is no teacher, no school, which can 
escape the problem of life orientation, 
the ultimate commitments by which 
every person must live. ...This is finally 
a religious question. Thus we teach 


- religion in the schools, whether we like 


it or not.” 


This confirms the statement of Alfred 
North Whitehead, one-time Harvard 
professor, philosopher and author: ‘‘The 
essence of education is that it is 
religious.” 


And what is this new religion of the 
public schools? The eminent educator, 
Dr. Will Herbert, until recently of the 
Jewish Theological Seminary, tells us: 
“Today the spirit of public school 
education is, by and large, secularist, 
even militantly so.” 


One might cite other authorities in 
support of this proposition, including the 
United States Supreme Court in the 
Torcaso Case (1961). However, the 
following from the encyclical letter of 
Pope Pius XI should suffice: ‘‘The so- 
called ‘neutral’ or ‘lay’ school... Such a 
school moreover cannot exist in prac- 
tice; it is bound to become irreligious.”’ 
(Christian Education of Youth) 


Against the background of this 
perennial philosophy of education with 
which, one may presume, Catholics 
generally agree, the shallowness of Mr. 
Montello’s position may be seen. Sure, 
Mr. Montello takes the empirical 
position; the position of .the practical 
man. j 


Certain facts, however, the practical 
man might bear in mind; that parents 
who sacrifice to send their children to 
Catholic schools are also the most 
generous contributors to the Church; 
that children resent Saturday religion 
classes, resent going to school six days a 
week; it is vain to talk of professional 
religious education when children can 


attend religious classes only on weekday 
evenings when they are dog tired or on 
what they regard.as an imposed sixth 
school day! The experience of Catholic 
and other Churches bears out this 
statement. 


I suggest therefore that Mr. Montello, 
rather than attempting to denigrate 
Catholic schools, would be:better em- 
ployed lending practical support to the 
call to action of the bishops of the United 
States issued from their Washington 
conference last fall: 


‘We trust that citizens concerned for 
the protection of parental rights, 
religious liberty, diversity and ex- 
cellence in education, and the avoidance 
of the increased taxation resulting from a 
state monopoly of education, will now 
work, peaceably and with renewed vigor, 
for viable programs of aid to the 
education of all children.”’

Montello ‘not alone’ 


Five years ago my wife and I (both 
products of 100 percent Catholic 
education) realized we were penalizing 
our children by keeping them in 
parochial schools. At that time we placed 
them allin public schools and have never 
regretted this decision. 

This move imposed a heavy burden 
upon us to provide religious education at 
so many levels in our home . (We tried 


CCD Saturday classes but after four . 


years experience the only responsible 
alternative was individual religious 
instruction at home.) 


This plight of distraught Catholic 
parents is beyond question. Let me quote 
briefly from the avant-garde Liturgical 
Press of St. John’s Abbey, Collegeville, 
Minn. (Feb. 1972 issue): ‘‘Catholic 
teenagers are revolting against religion 
courses without content or substance. 
When together for religion, they want 
solid doctrine, objective morality, 
challenging supernatural ideals.” 


The time is long overdue for Catholic 
elementary and secondary education to 
move out of secular education, leave it to 
the public system, and give ‘‘equal time”’ 
to all its Catholic youngsters — not just 
the elite parish minority. George Mon- 
tello, you do not stand alone!

‘Articulate, provocative’ 


If I still had one, I’d take off my biretta 
to my fellow alumnus, George Montello, 
for his articulate, concerned, 
provocative statement on religious 


education. When was the last such 


statement, from a layman (ec- 
clesiastically, not educationally), in the 
pages of the Southern Cross? 


The fact that Mr. Montello overstated 
his case a little should not overshadow 
these facts: his letter asks questions. It 
demands many more (especially from 
‘parents of school-age children, in both 
systems) and should turn out to be the 
prelude to the ‘‘great debate’’ so long 
overdue in this area. 

He is entitled to opine that ‘‘our 
parochial schools not only do not but 
cannot provide for the full learning needs 


of children.”’ He seems to imply that the 
public elementary schools not only can 
but do provide for the full learning needs 
of children. 


Ihave worked with the products of both 
styles of elementary concern for the 
learning needs of children, and in 20 
years have not seen the evidence that 
proves a monopoly on excellence in 
either system. 

Comparing two systems of education 
will not really bring us to the heart of the 
question at all — the religious education 
of our young, middle-aged, and older 
people. 

If, as Mr. Montello says, our public- 
school children are ‘‘second-class 


citizens”’ in religious education, we can 


make them our ‘“‘first-class citizens’’ by 
closing all the Catholic parish schools. 
But who then is offered a more coherent 
grasp of truth, who then has benefited? 


He quotes the opinion that ‘‘there is no 
really effective CCD program in 
operation anywhere in the country.” I’d 
put the figure at 90 percent ineffective. In 
any case, national studies indicate that 
the best CCD programs operate in 
parishes with paxish schools. 


In a free and open and democratic 
society, does a second independent 
school system really have the right to 
exist alongside the general, public tax- 
supported system? 

Is there in America no reason other 
than racism to explain the awful cry 
from some educational circles that as 
soon as any parents are given true 
economic freedom, real freedom, to 
choose the schooling they want for their 
children, by vouchers or tax credits or 
anything else, the public schools will 
collapse? 

How can one explain what Mr. Mon- 
tello calls the ‘‘vocal group”’ of parents of 
parish school children, and the power 
that this group has for funding an ob- 
viously mediocre educational program in 
the parish school? 


Can or cannot the Church justify the 
existence of specialized schools for some 
children? Is it worth the effort and ex- 
pense to continue, even for some, a 
school that has the basic, fundamental, 
primary aim of integrating ‘Sunday 
truth” with ‘‘Monday-Friday truth?” 

Mr. Montello has spoken. I have 
spoken. We shall now retire to Mt. 
Olympus, where, amidst ivy-covered 
ivory towers, we can wrestle with 
meaningful behavioral objectives, 
relevant pupil services, and insightful 
student-teacher exchanges.

Religion ‘openly ridiculed’

inferior to public school education. Mr. 
Montello is an official in the public school 
system so naturally he would want to 
boast of its quality, however, many of us 
are all too familiar with the failure of 
public schools not only to dea] with the 
troubled child but frequently with any 
child. 


Mr. Montello’s belief that a child who 
attends a public secularized school, 
where religious beliefs are either totally 
ignored or openly ridiculed, will then 
have his faith rejuvenated at CCD on 
Saturday morning is amazing. The daily 


exposure of young people to an 
irreligious school situation where God 
has no recognition will inescapably 
endanger their faith. 


Mr. Montello does make one good 
point. Too few Catholic children have the 
opportunity to attend Catholic school. To 
this I say, how did our immigrant parents 
and grandparents, amidst poverty and 
privation, afford to build schools for their 
children? Why were they more willing to 
sacrifice for the imperishable souls of the 
little ones than we are?

Public schools ‘dead’ 


Mr. Montello’s premise that the in- 
dependent Catholic schools teach a 
religion class is an interesting example 
of a cynical “cop out.”’ 

When a school system operates without

culpable failures: 


— Homework ceases to exist, 
because it cannot be enforced, therefore 
theses are written expostulating home 
study as passe. But a skilled worker is 
expected to study his job — yet the school 
system badly prepares youth in earning a 
living. 

— Getting rid of examinations 
becomes a desired goal, because you 
cannot control cheating — therefore 
examinations are defined as archaic. 
(But our whole system of municipal, 
state and federal jobs is based on civil 
service examinations.) 

— Animalistic student behavior 
cannot be controlled, therefore parents 
are blamed as the ultimate source of all 
social problems. But what and who 
educated the parents? 

Far too many decades of Dewey 
trained professional educators have been 
functioning in our American society. 
They can no longer pass the buck; the 
products of their labors are the parents of 
today’s youth. 


Let’s put the label where it belongs. 
Catholic schools teach religion, and they 
also teach secular subjects that are 
founded on a philosophy of ethical values. 
The San Diego City schools, by desire of 
its school board, its teaching personnel, 
and of course in compliance with the U.S. 


’ Supreme Court decisions may teach only 


within the framework of secularistic 
philosophy. : ; 

Do we all have to be jammed into the 
same mold? This is where Catholic 
schools, with their great scholastic, 
moral, ethical and philosophical system 
of education must abide — until such 
time as the U. S. Supreme Court 
recognizes our civil rights have been 
denied and that equal justice under the 
law should apply to education as well as 
to all other aspects of our citizenship. 


I repeat an invitation to Mr. Montello 
which once before (1965 I believe) he 
accepted; to join a committee of 
educators, Catholics now teaching in 
secular schools or retired, who would be 
willing to volunteer their aid to the 
department of education to prepare 
programs applicable for federal funding 
for those special education classes that 
you criticize us for not having. 


It is too bad that seven years ago the 
diocese did not see fit to accept those 
services our committee volunteered. 
That committee died without even 
having a-meeting.

A time to prune 


AS WOMEN WILL, we were 
talking... about growth and the need to 
prune away old stock to strengthen the 
new. 


With spring beginning to warm the 
days and color the trees with blossom, 
those of us who boast green thumbs 
start inspecting our gardens and 
selecting shoots for pruning. 


It has never been easy for me to cut 
away undesirable growth and pinch off 
small buds for the benefit of a better

BUT THE PRUNING and the 
cropping are necessary for the greater 
good ofthe plant and its growth into a 
beauty of perfection. Knowing this, no 
gardener worth his salt would neglect 
his seasonal chore. 


It is part of life and development — a 
check here, a correction there, an 
encouragement here. It is as effective 
in human beings as in plants. Neglect 
or permissiveness, call it what you will, 
allows the side shoots and poor stock to 
run riot, both a nuisance and hazard for 
others. 


The degree: of crime and amorality 
which overgrows our society is witness 
enough of our poor showing as gar- 
deners of men. 


ON THE WHOLE, our relationship to 
others — children, parents, friends or 
enemies — is far too subjective and 
indulgent for their own good. Or for our 


True discipline, and by that I mean 
loving pruning and correction, with the _ 
development potential in mind, is as 
salutary to the disciplinarian as the 
disciple. 

Loving people — it is not easy to 
analyze and select the errant trends in 
their personalities or behavior. 


IT IS PLEASANT to be ‘“‘nice,’’ to 
make people feel good. It is very un- 
pleasant to have to point out faults or 
mistakes, to snip in the bud those small 
deviations that may in time grow 
monstrous. 


It is unpleasant and may mar an 
erstwhile happy relationship, but there 
are rewards. The day comes, more 
often than not, when the one we have 
shaped and straightened may come for 
advice ‘‘because I can trust you to tell 
the truth, not to say what I want to’ 
hear.” 


For all of us the time arrives when 
there is no answer to our difficulties but 
honesty. Sooner or later we stand 
judged in our own eyes by what we 
could have done but did not; by where 
we could have helped but would not. 


ITIS A RISK to assume that what we 
offer in loving truth will be accepted in 
the same vein. As Christians, 
responsible for all fellow members of 
the Body of Christ, it is a risk that must 
take its place with all the other risks 
endemic to our state. 

The risk of faith, the risk of hope, the 
risk of love — the great strides in the 
darkness of our understanding! God 
knows, as his dealings with us 
manifest, that love involves the 
obligation to cauterize in order to heal; 
to prune in order to stimulate growth; 
to risk popularity in truth. 


Lent is the pruning season. It is the 
time to look to our responsibilities, but

Ukrainian freed 
by Soviet Union 


In ROME, Ukrainian 
Archbishop Vasyl Vely- 
shkowsky of Lwow was 
reported in ill health after 
his arrival from the Soviet 
Ukraine where he had beer’ 
serving a three-year term 
for administering last rites 
to a dying man in Lwow. 


The 67-year-old Redemp- 
torist archbishop was con- 
secrated a bishop secretly in 
1967 and later elevated to the 
Lwow archdiocese. He was 
sentenced in 1969 for 
‘<deological sabotage under 
the cloak of religious func- 
tions, in favor of in- 
ternational imperialism.”

In WASHINGTON, D. C., 
pro tennis star Billy Jean 
King, admitting she had an 
abortion in 1971, -asserted 
that “if every woman who 
had an abortion would come 


out and say so, it wouldn’t be_ 


such a social stigma.” 
“Whoever has to have the 
baby is the one who should 
make the decision,” said 
Mrs. King, a ‘28-year-old 
Californian. ‘‘Women should

SOLANA BEACH — He is 
studying clinical psychology 
every day of the week at 
Immaculate Heart College, 
Los Angeles.
